Exuintions are popular because they 
presentsuch a diversified assortment of 
things vorth seeing that they appeal to 
everyove, Every taste is gratified by 
some one exhibit and it generally 
happens that the visitor who has gone 
to see one particular section finds his 
intérest arrested by others until finally 
he visits every part of tho exhibition. 
There is un enormous amount of or. 
ganising required to make a success of 
exhibitions, Tn tho first place there 
is the lethargy of the potential ex 
hibitor to avercome.

Girl Takes Her Life. 
Tho deaths of two Europeans were re- |- 
ported to the Police yesterday and in both 
instances thoro is little room for doubt but 
that death was brought about by suicide.

She was until recently 
employed as a nurse girl by a family living 
at the Peak and afew days ago declared 
that sho wanted to leave the Colony, As 
hor employora thought very well of hor they 
recommended her to a femily who were 
shortly leaving and it. was arranged that 
slie should accompany them. She conse+ 
quently went to live with hernewemployers 
but on Tuesday asked to be allowed to ga 
back and see her formor employer during 
the afternoon. Perimiasion was readily 
granted und next morning as the girl had 
not roturned anxiety was felt concerning 
hor, afd on it boing Iearned sho had not 
been to either houses during tho night the 
police were communicated with.

The second suicide reported uccurred at 
one of the leading hotels yesterday after. 
noon, tho victith in this instance being a 
man namedCharles Waddington, who ended 
his life by taking poison in his room. 

This suicide ia a moat mysteriousafinir and 
so far it is inipoxsibe to even guess at the 
reason for it. The deceased was a young 
man, who came to the Colony from Shang- 
hai by the ' Ava Maru” on September 29, 
came jashore and engaged a room, 
signing the” visitors’ book as being ‘from 
London, He remained in possession of his 
room until yesterday morning, comin, 
down to meals in the dining room, an 
seemed to ben totaljstranger to the Colony, 
as he did not appear to have any acquaint- 
ances, On Tuesday evoning he came to 
dinner as usual and then retired to his 
room and rang for a largo jug of hot water 
which was supplied by the room boy. 
Next morning he did not get up to break- 
fast and there were fo sounds of move- 
mont in the room by tiffin tine so that 
some anxiety began to be felt. At about 
8 o'clock the police were. calledin and 
found deceased lying on his bed expiring. 
Drs Steadman and Forsyth were ‘allod a. 
and strived just as life: became extinct. 
Alongside of the docuased’s bed was found 
the jug of water he had ordered tho pre- 
yious night and on a chair closo to the bed 
was also found ao mixture of raw opium 
and water, and there was abundant evidence 
that the deceased had committed suicide 
by taking tho drug in this form. Tho 
polico at once mndo arrangements to hnve 
the body photographed and subsequently 
removed it tothe Mortuary and in doing 
so found a five chambored revolver loaded 
in eyory chamber under the pillow of the 
bed, which, Lorether with the fact that 
there wus a very largé quantity of difforent 
kinds of poison in bottles in' the room, 
Ruggested that the decensed was very 
determinded to end his life and wag ready 
to try other means had tho opium failed. 

That ho was not in want of moncy was 
evident from. his effects, amongst which 
about $400 wero discovered and tho con- 
tents of his bags pointed to the fact that 
he was a man of means and had been 
travelling Istely in Sapam There was, 
however, nothing to lead the police to con- 
clusions as to his identity except the name 
on his bag-and ‘Charles . Waddington, 
London,” signed in the visitors’ book. All 
‘Sega paper appear to have been care- 

‘ily mudo away with ‘andthe fact that 
the deceased must have disposed of them 
befors ho came to the hotel suggests that 
had contemplated suicide.for some time 
previous to his arrival, in'the Colony.
